Admiral Barkley obtained from ^ebert I. ®ouck tho^a document 3 
supplied your agency by the Naval Hospital and executed a receipt in the 
Warren Commission records. 

Of these Inhevo asked the National Archives for the November 
letter from the Commanding Officer ^concerning law and confidential nature 
of the events"* the ^ove$&er 22 receipt* for the drapes, skeot end 3hroud; 
the receipt for tho film* including X-*rayaj a copy of the death certificate; 
and the poatHmortem authorization. 

In response I was given a copy of the authorization that ia illeg- 
ible to the point of incompleteness and an apology saying it is the beat 
copy they have and the statement none of the romainiar arc in the Warren 
Commission records. 

On the face of it, ‘this is not consistent with aesurcncoa you have 
gisren mo in writing* I ask for whatever explanation you would care to make, 
if any, and for copies of these documents. 1 include tho post-mortem authori- 
sation, for I wpnt on® that is completely legible. 

1 believe, under existing law end regulations, 1 am properly entitled 
to have this material and to get it from your agency, tt there is a charge, lot 
mo know and I will remit promptly. I will, in fact, appear in person to pay for 
and receive the documents. 

Should you refuse* I again ask for the infbrmation and forms required 
fbr invocation of the ao^celled "freedom of Information Act".
